Building  Boom  Puts  Painful  Parking 
Pressure  on  Dogpatch 


Residents  fight  for  parking  permits,  developer 
concessions

Situated  at  the  eastern  foot  of 
Potrero  Hill  bordering  the  Bay,  San 
Francisco’s  Dogpatch  neighborhood 
bears  little  resemblance  to  the 
community  featured  in  A1  Capp’s 
comic  strip  of  the  same  name, 
which  was  “an  average  stone-age 
community  nestled  in  a bleak  valley, 
between  two  cheap  and  uninteresting 
hills,  somewhere.”  In  the  City’s 
Dogpatch  real  estate  is  neither 
average,  nor  cheap.  But  like  Capp’s 
“tarnip”  farmers  who  watched  a 
plague  of  termites  descend,  locust- 
like, to  devour  their  crops,  today’s 
Dogpatch  residents  are  witnessing 
commuters  gobble-up  scarce  parking 
spots  before  hopping  on  Caltrain  or 


Muni’s  T-Third  line  to  jobs  in  Silicon 
Valley  or  the  University  of  California, 
San  Francisco  (UCSF),  Mission  Bay 
complex. 

According  to  Susan  Eslick, 
president  of  the  325  dues-paying 
member  Dogpatch  Neighborhood 

Association  (DNA),  “People  are  really 


frustrated  over  parking.  And  with  the 
Homes  on  Esprit  Park  development 
of  147  units  on  Minnesota  Street, 
it  will  have  even  greater  impact.” 
DNA  has  formed  a subcommittee 
to  investigate  obtaining  parking

American  Industrial  Center  Home  to 
Eclectic  Mix  of  Small  Businesses

Stretching  along  Third  Street 
between  20th  to  23rd  streets,  the 
massive  American  Industrial  Center 


(AIC)  is  home  to  an  eclectic  mix  of 
commercial  tenants,  including  film, 
art,  culinary  and  textile  schools, 
designers,  nonprofit  organizations, 
and  caterers.  The  93-year  old  facility 
was  built  - at  a cost  of  $2  million 
- by  American  Can  Company,  at 
the  time  the  nation’s  largest  can 
manufacturer.  In  addition  to  the 
AIC  building,  American  Can’s  San 
Francisco  presence  can  be  seen 
at  the  company’s  former  tooling 
factory,  built  on  Alabama  Street  in 
1925,  and  now  the  artist  cooperative 
Project  Artuad;  and  a 22-story 
office  building  at  111  Sutter  Street, 
built  in  1927,  and  made  famous  in 
the  film  The  Maltese  Falcon  as  the 
fictional  office  of  Humphrey  Bogart’s 
character,  Sam  Spade.  When  the 
Third  Street  building  was  dedicated 
by  Mayor-elect  George  Christopher 
on  November  28th,  1915,  it  was  the 
West’s  largest  cannery. 


Almost  2,000  Bay  Area  residents 
worked  at  the  Third  Street  facility, 
which,  according  to  Anne  Loskutoff , 
provided  good  jobs,  often  to  members 
of  the  same  family.  “American 
Can  was  very  family-oriented; 
they  encouraged  families  to  work 
together... of  course,  there  were  lots 
of  romantic  relationships!”  said 
Loskutoff,  whose  cousin  worked 
in  American  Can’s  personnel 
department  and  later  transferred  to 
their  Oakland  office. 

Loskutoff,  a lifelong  Potrero 
Hill  resident,  began  working  for 
American  Can  Company  as  a clerk 
typist  in  1947.  She  lived  at  22nd 
and  De  Haro  streets  with  her  family, 
and  remembered  her  daily  commute 
to  work.  “I  wore  a suit,  gloves  and 
high-heels  every  day... the  bridge  on 
20th  Street  was  wooden  back  then,  so 
we  went  klippety-klop  over  it  every 
morning!”  Loskutoff  eventually  quit

Long-Time 
Hill  Resident 
Continues  to 
Educate

At  77  years  old,  Alan  Wendroff, 
who’s  lived  on  Potrero  Hill  for  almost 
four  decades,  continues  to  give  back 
to  his  community.  Wendroff  serves 
as  Vice-President  of  Development 
for  the  Lowell  High  School  Alumni 
Association,  and  teaches  fundraising 
at  California  State  University’s 
downtown  Oakland  campus.  At  an 
age  when  most  Americans  spend  their 
time  relaxing,  the  former  consultant 
and  author  is  “trying  to  balance 
retirement  with  work.” 

“My  family  wasn’t  wealthy.  My 
father  and  his  brothers  gave  to  the 
community.  My  Jewish  upbringing 
taught  me  to  give  back.”  According 
to  Wendroff,  who  graduated  from 
Lowell  in  1950  and  graduated  from 
San  Francisco  State  University 
with  a degree  in  philosophy  and 
religion,  Buddhism  has  also  shaped 
his  perspective  on  life. 

Wendroff  authored  Special  Events: 
Proven  Strategies  for  Nonprofit 
Fundraising,  selling  “a  book  and  a 
half  a day  [on  Amazon.com]  without 
any  publicity.”  Over  the  years  he’s 
offered  his  fundraising  skills  to  a 
variety  of  educational  institutions  and 
nonprofit  organizations,  including 
the  Anti-Defamation  League.  When 
a budget  shortfall  threatened  Hebrew 
classes  at  Lowell  four  years  ago. 
Wendroff  led  the  school’s  efforts 
to  obtain  support  from  the  Richard 
and  Rhoda  Goldman  Fund.  “As 
a result  of  the  state’s  2003  budget 
shortfall,  public  funding  for  several 
languages,  including  Hebrew,  was 
eliminated.  Alan  Wendroff  continues 
to  work  tirelessly  to  ensure  that 
foreign  languages  are  taught  at 
Lowell.  The  Goldman  Fund  has  been 
supporting  the  program  ever  since,” 
said  Debbie  Findling,  the  Fund’s 
Deputy  Director.

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Publisher’s  View 
Focused  Energy

San  Franciscans  spend  a lot 
of  time  talking  about  energy. 
Environmentalists  argue  for  more 
solar,  and  the  closure  of  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant.  Progressives  want 
the  City  to  takeover  Pacific  Gas 
and  Electric  Company’s  (PG&E) 
distribution  system,  or  at  least  replace 
the  monopoly  as  San  Francisco’s  prime 
power  purchaser.  PG&E,  which  has 
its  giant  headquarters  here,  sponsors 
posters  on  Muni  buses  claiming  that 
it’s  the  greenest  thing  since  Kermit 
the  Frog,  and  funds  Astroturf  efforts 
to  stop  municipalization. 

Despite  the  chatter,  the  City’s 
electric  infrastructure  is  little  better 
than  Des  Moines’.  Tidal  power, 
which  Mayor  Gavin  Newsom  loudly 
proclaimed  was  the  next  big  thing, 
flamed  out  after  tests  under  the 
Golden  Gate  Bridge  proved  it  to  be 
infeasible.  Solar  remains  more  an 
idea  than  a reality,  with  San  Francisco 
sporting  far  fewer  photovoltaic 
installations  than  Alameda  County. 
The  Potrero  Power  Plant  is  still  the 
largest  stationary  source  of  polluting 
air  and  greenhouse  gas  emissions 
in  the  City.  And,  despite  repeated 
attempts  by  progressives,  PG&E 
continues  to  wield  monopoly  power 
over  San  Franciscans. 

The  irony  is  that  San  Francisco  is 
the  perfect  place  to  demonstrate  new 
and  better  ways  to  produce,  distribute, 
and  consume  power.  Located  at 
the  end  of  a peninsula,  with  the 


densest  population  east  of  Chicago, 
and  a stones  throw  away  from  the 
technology  center  of  the  universe, 
the  City  is  a natural  laboratory  to 
demonstrate  an  environmentally 
and  economically  sustainable  energy 
network.  We  just  need  to  stop  talking 
about  what  we’re  going  to  do,  and 
start  thoughtfully  doing  it. 

When  the  400  megawatt  capacity 
Trans  Bay  Cable  transmission  line  is 
completed  two  years  from  now,  the 
City  will  have  access  to  plenty  of 
power  for  at  least  another  decade. 
As  soon  as  the  cable  is  operational 
the  Potrero  Power  Plant  should  be 
fully  closed.  Over  time  San  Francisco 
should  reduce  its  dependency  on 
outside  generation  sources,  by  taking 
advantage  of  the  web  of  existing  small 
scale  generation  located  throughout 
the  City:  natural  gas  turbines  at 
the  University  of  California,  San 
Francisco;  fuel  cells  at  the  Post 
Office’s  Bayview  location  and  at 
downtown  buildings;  diesel  back-up 
units  that  could  be  made  ultra-clean 
and  that  are  already  sited  throughout 
San  Francisco.  These  resources, 


along  with  emerging  solar  and  wind 
installations,  should  be  networked 
into  the  grid  and  comprehensively 
managed. 

The  City  should  construct  a 
transmission  line  to  link  Hetch- 
Hetchy  power  coming  from  the  East 
Bay  to  the  Peninsula  through  existing, 
abandoned,  water  conduits.  Such  a 
line  would  complete  the  Raker  Act’s 
century-old  promise  to  provide  San 
Francisco  with  direct  access  to  its 
Sierra-based  hydropower  facilities. 

Demand  for  even  renewable 
generating  resources  - which  remain 
expensive  - should  be  driven  down 
by  energy  efficiency  and  demand 
management  programs.  The  City 
should  invest  its  resources  in 
rapidly  replacing  energy-wasting 
old  commercial  and  residential 
refrigerators  and  other  appliances 
with  state-of-the-art  models.  Sales 
of  pre-2000  electricity-sucking 
refrigerators  from  second-hand 
shops  in  the  Mission  and  elsewhere 
should  be  banned,  and  replaced  with 
a low-income  assistance  program. 
San  Francisco’s  $3  million  a year  in 
solar  subsidies  would  produce  far 
more  benefits  if  the  same  amount  of 
money  was  dedicated  to  distributing 
power  strips  to  manage  plug  load; 
applying  timers  and  sensors  on 
appliances  and  lights  to  make  sure 
they’re  only  on  when  they’re  needed; 
and  experimenting  with  emerging, 
small-scale  technologies  that  can 
store  energy  when  it’s  cheap  so  that  it 
can  be  used  when  it’s  needed  most. 

The  electric  distribution  system 
- which  is  the  main  target  of  tussles 
over  municipalization  - should 
be  fully  undergrounded,  with 
meters  upgraded  to  reflect  21st 
Century  technology.  In  this  respect 
a November  ballot  initiative  that 
would  place  a temporary  ban  on 
installation  of  PG&E’s  preferred 
meters  is  well-grounded.  The  utility 
has  already  abandoned  technology 
it  recently  installed  at  upwards  of 


700,000  homes  and  businesses  in  the 
Central  Valley  as  being  obsolete,  and 
insists  on  placing  multiple  expensive 
meters  at  businesses  that  would 
be  better  off  with  just  one  master 
meter.  With  the  right  technology  the 
local  grid  could  form  the  basis  for 
a new  era  of  meter-based  wireless, 
communicating  devices,  capable  of 
everything  from  managing  a home  or 
businesses’  energy  use  to  challenging 
cable,  cell,  and  satellite-based 
Internet,  telephone,  and  television 
transmission.  Or  we  could  spend 
more  than  a billion  dollars  on  eight- 
track  tapes. 

Whether  or  not  PG&E  or  the  San 
Francisco  Public  Utility  Commission 
manages  the  City’s  grid  may  not 
matter  as  much  as  progressives  think: 
both  institutions  act  essentially  as 
monopolies,  with  only  loose  political 
controls  over  either.  Still,  there  are 
indications  that  PG&E  is  too  big  for 
its  britches;  natural  monopolies  are 
supposed  to  be  able  to  provide  the 
next  unit  of  service  at  a lower  price 
than  the  previous  one.  It’s  no  longer 
clear  whether  the  utility  meets  that 
description. 

Whoever  controls  the  grid  needs 
to  have  a clear  vision  and  the  ability 
to  carry  it  out:  it  doesn’t  matter 
who’s  steering  the  ship  if  they  don’t 
know  where  they’re  going.  Debates 
over  public  power  should  evolve 
past  assertions  about  PG&E’s  evil 
character  and  the  possibility  of  lower 
rates  - though  both  may  be  true  - and 
the  benefits  of  adopting  a narrow 
set  of  renewable  technologies  to  a 
thoughtful  conversation  about  how  a 
diversity  of  elements  can  be  put  into 
play  to  create  an  economically  and 
environmentally  sustainable  energy 
future. 

Talk,  it  turns  out,  is  expensive. 
While  San  Francisco’s  political 
class  chatters,  natural  gas  prices 
have  doubled;  global  climate  change 
continues  unabated;  the  Potrero 
Power  Plant  keeps  spewing;  and 
ordinary  citizens  feel  no  more 
empowered  to  dictate  their  energy 
future  than  they  did  a century  ago. 
The  good  news  is  that  the  technology 
and  organizational  structures  exist 
that  would  enable  us  to  create  the 
future  we  like  to  talk  about  so  much. 
Let’s  get  to  work.

Boat  Ramp 

Dear  Editor: 

Thank  you  for  the  article  in  last 
month’s  View  on  the  new  boat  ramp 
that  was  completed  near  Pier  52  on 
San  Francisco  Bay.  I work  on  Pier 
50,  right  across  the  cove.  I have  a 
daily  appreciation  for  how  much  the 
ramp  was  needed  from  witnessing  the 
increased  boat  traffic  in  the  cove. 

Your  article  highlighted  what  is 
so  great  about  this  City  and  what  is  so 
terribly  wrong.  What  is  great  is  that 
some  citizens,  such  as  Corinne  Woods 
and  Betty  Boatright,  would  not  give 
up  championing  a cause  which  made 
absolute  sense.  What  is  so  wrong  is 
that  it  took  15  years  to  complete! 
Let’s  contrast  this  public  building 
project  to  another  structure  on  the 
Bay:  the  San  Francisco-Oakland  Bay 
Bridge.  The  new  boat  ramp  is  two 
lanes  of  concrete  going  into  the  Bay 
for  100  feet  or  so  and  a dock.  The 
Bay  Bridge  is  10  lanes  of  roadway,  4.5 
miles  long,  two  complete  suspension 
bridges,  a massive  center  anchorage 
built  into  the  bay  242  feet  below 
sea  level  and  an  equally  impressive 
cantilever  section  stretching  to  the 
eastern  shore.  Oh,  and  don't  forget 
the  tunnel  through  Yerba  Buena 
Island,  which  is  the  largest  single 
bore  tunnel  in  the  world.  All  this 
Herculean  effort  and  yet  the  Bay 
Bridge  was  originally  constructed  in 
a little  more  than  three  years.  Three 
years!  Why  did  it  take  five  times 
longer  to  build  a simple  boat  ramp 
than  the  entire  Bay  Bridge;  200  feet 
of  roadway  versus  237,600  feet  of 
roadway? 

San  Francisco  used  to  be  the  City 
that  knew  how.  Now  it  is  the  City 
that  knows  how  to. . . , well,  you  know, 
think  about  it.

Hell-o-Pad 

Those  opposed  to  a helipad  at  San 
Francisco  General  Hospital  (SFGH) 
were  relieved  to  hear  that  Mayor 
Gavin  Newsom  transferred  $6.8 
million  from  proposed  SFGH  helipad 
funding  to  other  health  and  human 
service  programs.  But  with  seven 
medical  helicopter  crashes  reported 
across  the  country  since  the  beginning 
of  the  year,  accounting  for  17  deaths 
and  11  injuries,  helipad  detractors  are 
uber  unhappy  that  a likely  November 
bond  measure  could  provide  for 
helipad  funding.  With  budget  cuts 
most  likely  to  reduce  the  number  of 
operating  rooms  at  SFGH,  and  two 
fatal  helicopter  crashes  in  Livermore 
and  Fremont  last  month,  there’s 
no  doubt  that  anti-helipad  Potrero 
Hill  and  Mission  Bay  residents  will 
be  grabbing  their  protest  signs, 
megaphones,  and  soap  boxes  come 
election  time. 

District  Does  Damage 

Last  month  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District  notified  the  parents  of 
23  prospective  Leonard  Flynn  and 
Alvarado  Elementary  school  students 
that  they’d  been  mis-assigned  to  the 
schools  as  a result  of  a computer 
error.  The  parents  were  told  that 
their  children  had  been  re-assigned  to 
Daniel  Webster  Elementary  School, 
which  in  most  cases  was  not  on  their 
original  list  of  preferred  campuses. 
It  turns  out  that  Flynn  and  Alvarado 
don’t  have  enough  desks  for  the  kids, 
and  neither  school  has  the  resources 
to  add  a new  class.  The  incoming 
parents  are  understandably  confused 
and  angry,  and  by  all  accounts  the 
District  isn’t  handling  the  mini-crises 
any  better  than  it  normally  does. 
That  said,  with  Webster  on  the  rise 
the  parents,  and  their  children,  may 
in  the  end  be  in  for  a quite  pleasant 
surprise. 

Ad  Hominid 

If  you  think  the  debate  over  what  to 
do  with  the  Potrero  Power  Plant  has 
been  civil,  you’d  be  wrong.  Plenty 
of  mud  has  been  slung  during  the 
almost  decade-long  fight  from  almost 
all  sides,  which  may  explain  why 
few  people  seem  able  to  see  the  issue 
clearly.  Most  recently  Eric  Brooks, 
who’s  a member  of  the  Green  Party’s 
Sustainability  Working  Group, 
has  accused  Dogpatch  resident, 
community  activist,  and  sometime 
developer  front  man  Joe  Boss  of 


trying  to  profit  from  his  position 
supporting  a plan  to  site  City- 
owned  combustion  turbines  as  a 
way  to  close  the  Potrero  Power  Plant. 
Brooks  relied  on  a "Publisher’s 
View”  article  that  appeared  in  the 
View  last  November  to  support  his 
assertion  that  Boss  is  only  motivated 
by  money.  That  article  focused  on  an 
agreement  Boss  and  others  reached 
with  650  Townsend  LLC  to  allow 
the  property  to  be  rezoned  as  office 
space  in  return  for  a $1.5  million 
donation  to  what  is  now  called  the 
Eastern  Neighborhoods  Benefits 
Trust  Fund.  The  article  alleged 
that  a portion  of  Fund  monies  were 
given  to  Green  Trust,  a nonprofit  on 
which  Boss’  wife,  Janet  Carpinelli, 
sits  on  the  board.  It  turns  out  that 
at  least  on  this  point  the  View  story 
was  incorrect:  Green  Trust  hasn’t 
received  any  monies  from  the  Fund, 
and  in  any  event  Carpinelli  has  never 
been  compensated  for  her  work  with 
the  organization.  Green  Trust’s 
website  address  is:  http://gtsfcw.

Death  at  Pier  70 

Edward  Howell’s  body  was  found 
floating  in  the  water  off  Pier  70 
last  month.  A pier  worker  found 
the  body,  which  was  retrieved  by 
the  Coast  Guard.  How  Howell,  a 
48-year-old  San  Francisco  resident 
died  and  ended  up  in  the  bay  is  being 
investigated  by  the  San  Francisco 
Medical  Examiner.  Pier  70  consists 
of  roughly  65  acres  located  between 
18th  and  22nd  streets,  east  of  Illinois 
street.  More  than  150  years  old,  it’s 
currently  used  for  ship  building  and 
repair,  and  is  home  to  Auto  Return 
San  Francisco,  which  stores  towed 
cars  and  conducts  weekly  vehicle 
auctions.

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The  Hill  is  Alive  with  the 
Sound  of  Bird  Song

Potrero  Hill's  soundscape  leaves 
no  doubt  that  ours  is  an  urban 
neighborhood.  Cars  speed  along 
highways  101  and  280;  airplanes  fly 
overhead  to  or  from  the  Oakland 
or  San  Francisco  airports;  and  any 
manner  of  sounds  from  a myriad  of 
industrial  activities  can  be  heard, 
particularly  on  the  Hill’s  eastern 
slope.  But  in  addition  to  these 
noises  there’s  another  sound:  birds 
singing. 

We  live  on  the  Hill's  southern 
slope.  While  we  can  check  the  traffic 
flow  on  101  from  our  front  porch, 
we’re  also  greeted  each  morning  with 
a concert  of  birdsong.  We  took  a few 
morning  and  dusk  walks  last  month 
to  get  a better  idea  of  who  was  doing 
all  that  singing. 

On  our  first  morning  walk  we 
immediately  heard  a wall  of  bird 
sound,  cut  through  with  a harsh 
“Squawk!  Squawk!”  We  didn’t 
need  binoculars  to  spot  the  vocalists: 
a flash  of  blue  feathers  and  dark 
mohawk  haircuts  identified  two 
Steller’s  jays  calling  back  and  forth, 
one  in  a large  pine  tree,  the  other 
in  a neighbor’s  plum  tree.  As  we 
continued  walking  north  on  De  Haro 
Street  we  heard  the  familiar  “who- 
who-who-who”,  with  the  first  “who" 
pitched  much  higher  than  the  final 
three,  which  were  all  on  the  same 
note.  It  was  the  unmistakable  call  of 
the  mourning  dove,  and  as  we  looked 
around,  with  and  without  binoculars, 
we  saw  them  all  over:  on  the  ground, 
in  trees,  and  on  telephone  wires. 
Mourning  doves  are  a little  smaller 
than  pigeons,  brown,  with  a darker 
tail  and  wings,  and  dark  spots  on 
their  wings. 

Walking  through  Starr  King 
Open  Space,  we  saw  a bird  of  prey  in 
the  high  branches  of  a tree  on  top  of 
the  hill.  The  bird  screamed  before  it 
soared  away,  and  its  broad,  rounded 
wings  and  red  tail  told  us  that  it  was 
a red-tailed  hawk.  As  we  descended 


from  Starr  King,  little  chirps  and 
cheeps  alerted  us  to  a small  brown 
bird,  flitting  quickly  from  branch 
to  branch.  We  think  it  was  a house 
sparrow,  but  they  move  so  fast, 
they’re  always  a bit  challenging  to 
identify. 

Further  north  and  east  on  22nd 
Street  we  saw  the  first  of  several 
Anna’s  hummingbirds;  some  were 
sufficiently  close  to  hear  the  whirr  of 
their  wings.  In  the  past,  we’ve  heard 
them  call  with  a “tsk"  sound,  but  on 
our  recent  walks  they  were  mum. 
They  have  bright  green  feathered 
bodies;  the  males  have  bright  pinkish- 
red  heads. 

Despite  the  diversity  of  birds 
living  in  our  community,  the  tireless 
mockingbird  is  responsible  for  much 
of  the  bird  song  we  hear.  Their 
songs  are  clear,  loud,  and  long, 
and  they’re  famous  for  imitating 
other  birds’  songs,  as  well  as  all 
sorts  of  other  ambient  sounds,  from 
squeaking  gates  to  barking  dogs  to 
human  whistling.  We  heard  one 
a couple  of  years  ago  that  went 
“ribbit-ribbit".  We  were  thrilled 
to  hear  a frog  in  the  neighborhood, 
but  closer  investigation  revealed 
a mockingbird  in  the  tree  across 
the  street  whose  opened  beak,  seen 
through  binoculars,  corresponded 
exactly  with  the  “frog”  sounds  we 
were  hearing. 

Typically,  a mockingbird  - a bit 
smaller  than  a pigeon,  with  medium- 
gray  wings  featuring  two  distinctive 
white  bars,  and  lighter  gray  on  their 
undersides  - will  repeat  a sound  or 
phrase  at  least  three  times  before 
switching  to  another.  If  you  whistle 
a repetitive  song  at  a mockingbird  for 
a sufficiently  long  time  they’ll  often 
echo  it  back  to  you.

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A 2001  historic  resources  study 
developed  by  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Department  claims  the 
building  isn’t  eligible  for  listing 
on  the  National  Historic  Register. 
However,  the  report  noted  that  it 
“should  be  given  special  consideration 
in  local  planning.”  Kelley  Kahn, 
Project  Manager  for  the  Mission 
Bay  Redevelopment  Project  Area, 
explained  that  the  building  will 
likely  be  demolished  because  it’s  not 
listed  as  a historic  resource  in  the 
Redevelopment  Plan’s  Environmental 
Impact  Report  (EIR).  Only  three 
historic  resources  were  identified  in 
the  EIR:  the  two  bridges  that  cross 
Mission  Creek  and  the  brick  fire 
station  located  on  Third  Street. 

Preserving  the  Bluepeter  Building 
wasn’t  discussed  during  a series  of 
late- 1990s  open  space  and  community 
amenities  workshops  according  to 
Kahn.  In  2006  additional  planning 
meetings  were  held  specifically 
to  talk  about  open  space  on  and 
around  the  Bluepeter  parcel.  Kahn 
explained,  “Saving  this  building 
was  not  brought  up  as  desire  or 
priority.”

The  plans  for  Mission  Bay  are 
quickly  becoming  a reality,  with 
new  buildings  completed  almost 
quarterly.  The  area  is  slated  to 
have  more  than  3,000  high  density 
residential  units,  and  51  acres  of 
open  space,  most  of  which  will 
be  contained  in  a greenbelt  along 
Mission  Creek  and  the  Bay. 

In  light  of  all  of  the  new 
development,  some  community 
members  are  hoping  to  retain 
a modicum  of  the  area’s  old 
characteristics.  Janet  Carpinelli,  a 
Dogpatch  resident  and  Green  Trust 
Board  Chair,  is  working  hard  to 


of  Illinois,  Mariposa  and  Terry 
Francois  Boulevard,  across  from  The 
Ramp  and  Kelly’s  Mission  Rock.  The 
building  sits  on  a parcel  designated  as 
open  space,  according  to  the  Mission 
Bay  Redevelopment  Plan. 

Carpinelli  envisions  the  building 
becoming  a food  vending  space,  child 
care  or  community  center.  “We  do 
not  have  community  meeting  place 
on  the  east  side  of  Potrero  Hill,"  she 
stated,  "The  Bluepeter  building  is  the 
perfect  transition  building  between 
the  old  and  the  new,  physically  and 
historically.” 

Originally  built  around  1940,  the 
currently  abandoned  building  features 


preserve  some  of  the  waterfront’s 
20th  Century  aesthetic.  Green 
Trust  is  a nonprofit  dedicated  to 
preserving  open  space  on  the  Central 
Waterfront.  Carpinelli  explained, 
“It  is  a good  time  to  take  stock  of 
the  whole  [Mission  Bay]  project, 
and  see  how  we  can  make  it  a better 
final  product  and  a more  interesting 
place  to  be.  ” In  particular,  Carpinelli 
would  like  to  preserve  the  Bluepeter 
Building,  located  at  the  intersection

a vaulted-roof  that  was  originally 
used  for  boat  manufacturing  and 
repair.  It  used  to  have  direct  access 
to  the  bay,  but  was  set  back  from  the 
waterfront  to  accommodate  infill. 
Boat  manufacturing  and  repair  uses 
still  exist  across  the  street,  along  the 
waterfront.  The  southeast  comer  of 
the  building  was  notched  out  to  allow 
for  construction  of  Terry  Francois 
Boulevard  in  1955.

Carpinelli  disputes  Kahn’s  claim 
that  the  neighborhood’s  land  use 
preferences  have  been  adequately 
addressed  by  the  Redevelopment 
Agency.  She  noted,  “The  community 
was  never  satisfied  with  the  amount 
or  quality  or  placement  of  open 
space  in  Mission  Bay.  The  open  space 
in  Mission  Bay  is  far  below  that 
recommended  by  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Department’s  regular 
recommendations.  ” 

A portion  of  the  Bluepeter 
Building’s  parcel  is  already  partially 
covered  by  a Municipal  Railway 
(Muni)  substation,  which  was  built 
several  years  ago.  Carpinelli  noted 
that  the  substation  was  also  not 
supported  by  the  community.  “When 
Muni  came  to  the  community  in 
2001  and  said  that  the  Mission 
Bay  developer  wanted  to  put  the 
substation  in  open  space,  we  were 
absolutely  against  it  and  insisted 
that  the  station  should  be  placed  on 
land  being  developed  by  Catellus  on 
property  not  slated  as  open  space.” 
Kahn  noted  that  Muni  plans  to

Back  Streets  Businesses  Want  to  Stay  in  Southeast

A seamstress  at  Advanced 
Technical  Sewing  (ATS)  meticulously 
darns  medical  bags  in  a large,  well- 
lit  facility  in  Bayview,  just  a T-Third 
Muni  ride  away  from  her  front  door 
in  Chinatown.  Around  the  comer  at 
Bode  Gravel  and  Concrete,  cement 
trucks  roll  in  and  out,  dispatching 
concrete  to  Mission  Bay,  Dogpatch, 
and  South-of-Market  building  sites. 
ATS  and  Bode  are  two  of  10,000 
Back  Streets  Businesses  - small  and 
medium-sized  firms  that  provide 
industrial  products  or  services  - that 
are  located  within  San  Francisco, 
but  rarely  visit  City  Hall  to  vocalize 
their  needs. 

These  behind-the-scenes 
industrial  businesses,  as  integral 
to  the  local  economy  as  the  retail 
or  service  sectors,  are  slowly  being 
pressured  out  of  the  City  by  residential 
and  office  development.  Bode,  for 
example,  has  moved  locations  three 
times  within  San  Francisco  to  comply 
with  zoning  regulations  since  they 
were  founded  in  1915;  currently  they 
have  a 10-year  lease  on  Port  property, 
with  no  guarantees  that  they’ll  be 
allowed  to  remain  in  the  long-run. 

Under  the  guidance  of  District  10 
Supervisor  Sophie  Maxwell,  the  Back 
Streets  Businesses  Advisory  Board 
issued  Made  In  San  Francisco  late 
last  year  to  highlight  the  importance 
of  Back  Streets  Businesses  to  San 


Francisco’s  economy.  The  advisory 
board,  which  consists  of  industrial 
business  owners,  academics,  union 
leaders,  South-of-Market  activists, 
and  non- voting  representatives  from 
five  City  agencies,  hope  the  report 
will  influence  zoning  policy  emerging 
from  the  Eastern  Neighborhood 
Draft  Plans.  The  Plans  are  currently 
undergoing  Environmental  Impact 
Review  certification. 


San  Francisco  residents  are 
dependent  on  Back  Street  Businesses. 
The  enterprises  generate  $55  million 
in  annual  payroll  taxes,  responsible 
for  more  than  one-fifth  of  the  City’s 
payroll  tax  revenues.  Back  Street 
Businesses  employ  more  than  80,000 
workers  - approximately  nine  percent 
of  San  Francisco’s  total  employed 


workforce  - which  catalyzes  at  least 
twice  that  many  indirect  jobs.  Yet  it’s 
biotech  that’s  the  economic  sector  du 
jour,  not  light  industry.  According  to 
Mike  Battini,  co-president  of  Sheedy 
Drayage,  an  industrial  contractor, 
“Skilled  labor  is  looked  down  upon 
in  San  Francisco,  even  when  those 
laborers  make  six  figures  a year.” 
Made  In  San  Francisco  attempts 


to  derail  some  of  the  stereotypes 
associated  with  the  industrial  sector. 
The  report  divides  Back  Street 
Businesses  into  a dozen  categories, 
such  as  specialty  manufacturing, 
food  production  and  catering, 
and  warehouse  and  delivery.  The 
report  demonstrates  how  dependent 
restaurants  are,  for  example,  on 
Back  Street  Businesses.  Dinner  for 
two  at  Delfina  Pizzeria,  a trattoria  in 
the  Mission,  relies  on  25  Back  Street 
Businesses  located  throughout  the  Bay 
Area.  A meal  consisting  of  calamari, 
bean  salad  and  buttermilk  panna 
cotta,  for  instance,  entails  deliveries 
from  five  different  San  Francisco 
food  suppliers  alone.  The  furnishings 
and  table  settings  are  provided  by  14 


different  San  Francisco  businesses, 
such  as  Economy  Restaurant 
Fixtures,  American  Linen,  Murphy 
Printing,  City  Lights  and  Arrow 
Paper  Company. 

Mark  Klaiman,  Back  Streets 
Businesses  Advisory  Vice  Chair  and 
owner  of  Pet  Camp,  an  overnight 
facility  for  dogs  and  cats,  hopes  Made 
In  San  Francisco  serves  as  a catalyst 
for  changing  the  way  politicians 
view  the  light  industrial  sector.  And 
zoning  policy  should  accommodate 
the  varying  needs  of  different 
populations,  according  to  Klaiman. 
Rather  than  having  residential  areas 
collide  with  industrial  space,  for 
example,  there  should  be  a gradated 
buffer  zone  from  industrial,  to 
mixed-use,  then  retail  and  housing, 
according  to  Klaiman.  “There  should 
be  a stepping  down  of  industrial 
space  nearby,”  he  said. 

Various  policies  can  be  adopted 
to  protect  industrial  uses.  A nuisance 
ordinance  sponsored  by  Supervisor 
Maxwell,  which  legally  protects 
compliant,  pre-existing  industrial 
use  from  potential  squabbles  with 
adjacent  residential  housing,  was 
passed  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
in  2006.  The  ordinance  states  that 
landlords  must  disclose  the  potential 
for  industrial  interference,  such  as 
noise,  odors,  dust,  and  operation  of 
machinery,  before  leasing  adjacent 
residential  property. 

“We  should  all  share  this  burden, 
and  not  just  industrial  owners. 
Developers  have  certain  obligations,” 
said  Klaiman.  He  pointed  to  South- 
of-Market,  where  the  vibrant 
nightclub  scene  has  conflicted  with 
residential  development  in  recent 
years.  The  nuisance  ordinance 
is  a good  first  step,  according  to 
Klaiman,  to  encourage  developers 
to  proactively  reduce  the  chance

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Nearby  Residents  Used  to 
Occasional  Sounds  and 
Smells  from  Anchor  Brewing 
Company

Some  Potrero  Hill  residents  have 
recently  complained  about  midnight 
sounds  of  clanging  bottles  and 
screeches  emanating  from  Anchor 
Brewing  Company’s  Mariposa  Street 
facility.  However,  a casual  survey 
found  that  most  of  the  brewery’s 
neighbors  are  accustomed  to  its 
occasional  noises.  According  to  Keta 
Selvin,  who’s  lived  on  Rhode  Island 
Street  for  almost  two  decades,  when 
the  brewery  recycles  old  bottles, 
sometimes  twice  a month,  “It’s  noisy, 
but  we  all  know  it  won’t  last  too 
long.”  She  likens  the  sounds  to  other 
disruptions  inherent  in  city  life;  such 
as  when  the  nonprofit  Friends  of  the 
Urban  Forest  “jack-hammered  the 
sidewalk  next  door  to  install  a new 
tree  this  weekend.”  Anchor  Brewing 
Company’s  weekly  disposal  of  used 
hops  causes  what  Keta  affectionately 
termed  a "charming”  smell. 

Though  Dave  Tricamo,  another 
Rhode  Island  Street  resident,  finds 
the  brewery-induced  noises  notable 
- particularly  the  screeching  caused 
“when  mechanical  devices  on  their 
roof  have  had  a fan  belt  or  ball 
bearing  wear  out  and  the  result  was 
metal  on  metal”  - he  hasn’t  been 
alarmed  by  them.  Tricamo  recalled 
when  an  Anchor  worker  was  dry- 
cutting concrete  with  a walk-behind 
saw  at  6 a.m.  in  violation  of  City 
regulations,  which  only  allow  this 
type  of  work  to  be  conducted  between 
7 a.m.  and  7 p.m..  Before  Tricamo, 
who  works  in  construction,  had  the 
chance  to  tell  the  worker  to  stop 
what  he  was  doing  another  Anchor 
employee  had  already  told  him  to  do 
the  same.  Tricamo  was  impressed  by 
the  quick  response. 

Tricamo  echoed  a number  of 
other  Hill  residents’  support  for 
what  he  described  as  one  of  the  few 
remaining  suppliers  of  “well-paying 
blue  collar  jobs.”  Potrero  Hill 
used  to  be  home  to  a large  number 
of  manufacturing  facilities.  Hills 
Brothers  Coffee,  Inc’s  roasting  and 
packaging  factory  relocated  from 
Harrison  and  Second  streets  to  1501 


Mariposa  Street  in  1986,  shortly  after 
it  was  purchased  by  Nestle,  as  part  of 
an  agreement  between  the  company 
and  then  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein  to 
retain  blue-collar  employment  in  San 
Francisco.  The  company’s  South-of- 
Market  building  was  converted  into 
offices,  condominiums,  and  retail 
stores.  In  1997  Hills  Brothers  left 
their  Potrero  Hill  facility  and  moved 
to  Southern  California.  Four  years 
later  Live  Oak  Elementary  School 
refitted  and  moved  into  the  Mariposa 
building. 

Founded  in  1849,  Union  Iron 
Works  moved  to  Potrero  Point  in 
1883.  The  machine  shop  built  ships 
for  the  Spanish-American  War,  and 
during  World  War  II  constructed  30 
of  the  largest  torpedo  boats  used  in 
the  world.  The  shop  closed  its  doors 
just  four  years  ago. 

Although  not  a manufacturing 
facility,  the  San  Francisco  Food 
Bank,  located  at  Pennsylvania  and 
23rd  streets,  has  been  concerned  that 
increased  concentration  of  housing, 
and  associated  complaints  from 
residents,  would  make  it  more  difficult 
for  them  to  maintain  their  operations. 
These  concerns  were  heightened  by 
the  development  of  nearby  live/work 
lofts  a decade  ago.  But,  according  to 
Marguerite  Nowak,  the  Food  Bank’s 
Advocacy  and  Education  Manager, 
“We  haven’t  had  any  problems.” 
The  Food  Bank’s  trucks  move  in 
and  out  of  the  warehouse  between  7 
a.m.  and  3 p.m..  “Even  though  it  is  a 
residential  area,  I don’t  think  we’re 
making  too  big  an  impact  on  the 
live/work  lofts,”  she  said. 

Nowak  thinks  that  Hill 
residents  generally  support  the  few 
remaining  factories,  wholesalers, 
and  warehouses  in  the  community. 
“We’ve  worked  with  [residents]  on  a 
couple  of  things,  like  zoning  laws  for 
parking,  and  they’ve  been  incredibly 
supportive,”  she  said.  When  asked  if 
she’d  consider  living  next  to  a noisy 
factory,  Nowak  laughed.  “Looking 
for  an  apartment,  that  was  probably 
the  least  of  my  worries.  You  know, 
honestly  it  just  depends  on  rent. 
And  I’d  probably  be  more  concerned 
with  living  next  to  a freeway  than  a 
factory.”

permits,  which  will  give  priority 
to  residents  over  commuters.  "On 
weekends  you  can  see  the  difference,” 
said  Eslick,  a Tennessee  Street 
resident  who  commutes  two  hours 
daily  to  her  creative  director  job  at  a 
Petaluma  sticker  company. 

"Our  association  meetings  are 
well-attended,  by  home  and  business 
owners  alike,  from  Yield,  the  wine 
bar,  to  The  Ramp,  the  historic 
waterfront  restaurant,”  Eslick  said. 
Figuring  out  how  to  address  parking 
problems  is  a thorny  thicket  in  the 
charming  mixed-use  neighborhood  of 
historically  significant  pre-Victorian 
era  worker  housing,  schools  and 
warehouses.  "A  lot  of  business 
owners  are  also  property  owners,” 
Eslick  said,  which  means  different 
interests  must  be  balanced.  While  the 
T-Third  has  brought  parking-hungry 
commuters  to  the  neighborhood,  the 
Dogpatch  Saloon  told  Eslick  that  it’s 
seen  a 40  percent  increase  in  business 
since  the  Muni  line  opened. 

Most  of  Dogpatch  is  parking 
permit  and  meter-free.  And,  according 
to  the  City,  with  the  “approved  and 
impending  development  of  21,000 
parking  spaces  at  Mission  Bay,” 
which  "will  consume  virtually  all 
street  capacity  in  the  area,”  Dogpatch 
residents  are  squarely  facing,  to  put 
it  mildly,  a parking  nightmare. 
“Dogpatch  used  to  be  a little  rough 
and  tumble,  but  now  we  have  four- 
star  restaurants  and  the  owners  of 
the  high-end  bistro  A 16  are  planning 
a new  restaurant  in  Homes  Esprit,” 
said  Eslick. 

Residents  are  examining  different 
parking  permit  scenarios.  "The 
easiest  thing  would  be  for  us  to 
join  an  existing  residential  permit 
area,  such  as  that  of  Pennsylvania 
Avenue,”  said  Minnesota  Street 
resident  David  Siegel,  who’s  leading 
DNA’s  parking  subcommittee.  “More 
than  50  percent  of  the  households  in 
a given  neighborhood  need  to  sign  a 
petition  in  order  for  the  City  to  grant 
a residential  parking  permit,”  said 
Siegel.  Before  a residential  parking 
permit  area  is  approved  “the  City 
sends  inspectors  out  to  make  sure 
that  at  least  80  percent  of  the  legal 
on-street  spaces  within  the  proposed 
area  are  occupied  during  the  day,  and 
that  the  number  of  permits  issued 
matches  that,”  added  Siegel.  The 
process  can  take  up  to  a year  and  a 


half;  once  adopted  permits  would 
cost  $68  a year. 

A key  factor  in  the  parking  debate 
is  UCSF,  which,  according  to  Siegel, 
is  “the  800-pound  gorilla.  UCSF 
bought  the  building  on  Minnesota 
and  19th  at  the  edge  of  Esprit  Park 
that  will  house  120-plus  employees. 
Of  course,  they’re  saying  they  will 
bus  the  employees  there  from  parking 
lots  at  Mission  Bay,”  Siegel  said. 
UCSF  also  plans  to  build  a women 
and  children’s  hospital  at  Mariposa 
and  Third  streets,  and  ultimately 
move  their  Parnassus  campus  to 
Mission  Bay.  "This  doesn’t  even  start 
to  take  into  consideration  all  the 
development  planned  for  the  central 
waterfront,  Bayview-Hunters  Point, 
a stadium  and  all  the  rest,”  said 
Siegel. 

When  Siegel,  a businessperson 
involved  in  real  estate  investment, 
and  his  wife,  a nurse,  bought  their 
home  in  Dogpatch  20  years  ago, 
“parking  and  crime  were  never  a 
problem.  That’s  why  I moved  here. 
It  was  more  laid  back.  Everybody 
knows  everybody.”  Today,  the 
former  blue-collar  area  is  “trendi- 
fied,”  said  Siegel.  “Dogpatch  has 
become  the  new  it  neighborhood. 
That  is  both  good  and  bad.  Good 
because  property  values  go  up,  the 
quality  of  restaurants  and  prices  go 
up,  but  bad,  because  that  brings  an 
increase  in  crime  and  quality  of  life 
problems.” 

Both  Eslick  and  Siegal  describe 
DNA's  efforts  to  work  with  UCSF  to 
mitigate  parking  and  traffic  pressure 
as  supcessful.  “We  got  them  to  use 
cleaner-burning  fuel  for  its  jitneys 
and  create  other  incentives.  They’ve 
asked  us  what  can  they  do  to  be  a 
good  neighbor,”  said  Eslick.  But, 
according  to  Siegel,  the  City  has  not 
followed-through  with  its  transit-first 
policy.  “It’s  one  thing  to  say  you’re 
transit-first,  and  another  to  actually 
be  on-time  and  have  enough  to  meet 
the  need,”  Siegel  said.  “The  City 
needs  to  do  public  transportation  the 
way  cities  I’ve  lived  in,  like  Portland 
and  Seattle,  do  it... by  offering  it  for 
free  in  the  downtown  areas.” 

Eslick,  who’s  served  as  DNA’s 
president  since  the  turn-of-the- 
century,  shares  Siegel’s  frustration 
with  San  Francisco’s  public 
transportation  system.  “My  19- 
year-old  daughter  takes  Muni  every 
day  to  attend  a program  at  UCSF 
on  Parnassus.  It  takes  more  than

her  job  at  her  father’s  insistence 
after  her  mother  was  diagnosed 
with  cancer.  She  was  lured  back 
into  employment  in  the  1950s  when 
American  Can  asked  her  to  help 
draw  up  severance  pay  for  everyone, 
suggesting  that  the  plant  was  about 
to  close.  The  facility  managed  to 
stay  open;  even  producing  a record 
output  of  58  million  cans  and  32 
million  milk  containers  in  30  days 
in  1957.  Falling  profits  finally  forced 
the  plant  to  shutter  its  doors  in 
1969.  The  building  lay  vacant  for 
six  years  until  it  was  purchased  by 
Angelo  Markoulis,  its  current  owner, 
in  1975. 

Markoulis  slowly  re-configured 
the  850,000+  square  foot  building.  In 
the  late-1970s  it  housed  roughly  40 
industrial  tenants;  by  1985  space  had 
been  made  for  285  businesses.  “Now 
the  building’s  more  flexi-use,”  said 
building  manager  Greg  Markoulis, 
“It’s  been  hard  work  to  get  here,  but 
satisfying  work.” 

The  rising  number  of  artists 
leasing  space  in  the  building  during 
the  1990s  made  for  an  exciting 
time.  “I  worked  above  the  chocolate

manufacturer,  managing  a graphics, 
t-shirt  printing  shop,”  recalled 
Lane  Kennedy,  an  ex-model  and 
entertainment  industry  guru,  "It  was 
a riot!  ” However,  while  the  diversity 
of  businesses  sparked  creativity, 
the  building  was  none-to-clean.  “It 
was  spooky  then,  really  grim.  The 
building  has  come  a long  way,  I love 
it.” 

The  Graphic  Arts  Workshop,  a 
printmaking  cooperative,  moved  to 
AIC  in  1992  as  part  of  the  growing 
cadre  of  artists  who  were  drawn  to 
the  building  by  its  cheap  rents.  In 
exchange  for  a monthly  fee,  currently 
$76,  the  cooperative’s  roughly  40 
members  receive  unlimited  access  to 
a fully-equipped  printmaking  studio. 
The  average  stay  for  a member  is  two 
years  and  many  close  relationships 
form  during  that  time.  “I  thrive  on 
the  comradery;  it’s  a community,” 
said  Alice  Gibbons,  a professional 
printmaker,  greeting  card  company 
owner  and  39-year  Workshop 
member. 

The  late-1990s  dot-com  boom 
brought  a wealth  of  financial  highs 
and  lows  to  AIC  occupants.  As  the 
building’s  rents  steadily  rose,  many 
artists  and  nonprofits  moved  out,

replaced  by  high-tech  start-ups. 
“You’d  hear  women  in  high-heels 
and  people  talking  on  their  cell 
phones  walking  up  and  down  the 
halls,”  “It  was  like  the  Gold  Rush 
for  six  months,”  said  Gibbons.  Just 
before  the  Workshop's  lease  was 
about  to  expire,  the  dot-com  bubble 
burst,  moderating  commercial  rents, 
and  enabling  them  to  renew  the 
cooperative’s  lease  at  a reasonable 
price.  Artists  and  nonprofit 
organizations  that  had  moved  out  of 
the  building  during  the  boom  began 
to  trickle  back  in.  “It  was  a scary 
time,  the  wrong  people  were  getting 
rich.  It’s  still  a scary  time,  only  now 
everyone’s  getting  rich,”  chuckled 
Gibbons. 

AIC  now  houses  hundreds  of 
businesses,  including  Third  Street 
Pilates,  a pilates  studio  with 
stunning  views  of  the  Bay  from 
almost  floor-to-ceiling  windows;  the 
Disabled  Employees  Rehabilitation 


take  two  years  off  from  the  modeling 
circuit  to  recover  from  anorexia.  She 
travelled  to  Thailand,  ultimately 
landing  at  a Buddhist  temple,  where 
she  slept  on  a wooden  pillow  and  ate 
porridge  from  an  ant-ridden  coconut 
bowl. 

Kennedy  began  volunteering  with 
The  Goodwill  Foundation,  helping  to 
educate  women  and  children  who’d 
been  sold  into  brothels.  When  she 
returned  to  the  states  she  decided 
to  help  young  people  enter  the 
entertainment  industry  responsibly. 
“My  workshops  step  away  from 
the  high-pressure  ideas  of  what 
magazines,  big  budget,  air  brushed 
ad  campaigns,  and  Hollywood  tell 
us,  and  focus  on  our  true  self,”  she 
said.  More  Than  a Model  offers 
children  and  teenagers  several 
different  workshops,  including 
“The  Green  Life”  and  how  to  “Be 
Compassionate.” 


Incorporated,  a nonprofit  dedicated  to 
finding  disabled  people  employment; 
and  More  Than  a Model,  a company 
that  helps  turn  aspiring  child  models 
into  “model  citizens.” 

Kennedy,  More  Than  a Model’s 
founder,  spent  13  years  leading  the 
life  of  a jet  setting  model;  hanging  out 
with  photographer  Herb  Ritts  and 
spending  Thanksgiving  with  Sharon 
Stone.  But  the  lifestyle  took  a toll 
on  her  mind  and  body,  forcing  her  to

Wendroff’s  advice  to  nonprofits 
who  want  to  raise  money  through 
fundraising  events  is  simple:  you 
don’t  want  people’s  reaction  to 
be  “Oh  no,  not  another  chicken 
dinner!  Organize  and  do  something 
unique.” 

A San  Francisco  native,  Wendroff 
moved  to  De  Haro  Street  from  North 
Beach  in  1967.  “It’s  changed  and  it 
hasn’t.  The  Hill  is  a calming  place 
to  live,”  he  said.  The  fact  that 
increasing  numbers  of  high-income 
individuals  and  families  are  moving 
to  the  community  doesn’t  bother 
him.  “It  makes  the  City  richer,”  he 
said,  though  the  influx  of  residents 
over  the  years  has  created  more 
competition  for  parking.  The  Hill’s 
isolated  location  has  made  driving  a 
must,  according  to  Wendroff.  “Muni 
is  revising  things  - hopefully  they’ll 
get  it  right.  The  bus  lines  are  too  long 
and  the  hills  slow  the  buses  down; 
they  should  have  more  hubs  so  people 
can  transfer.” 


While  Potrero  Hill  is  Wendroff’s 
home  base  he’s  also  interested  in 
state  and  national  issues,  particularly 
related  to  education.  “California 
is  in  the  process  of  imploding,”  he 
said.  “They  should  impeach  anyone 
who  cuts  education  spending.” 
According  to  Wendroff,  high-quality 
education  is  essential  to  creating 
the  next  generation  of  leaders.  “We 
need  leadership  in  our  government. 
[Former  State  Legislator  and  San 
Francisco  Mayor]  Willie  Brown 
was  working  the  state  legislature. 
[Mayor  Gavin]  Newsom  has  personal 
problems.  We’re  letting  all  our  [post- 
secondary] schools  down.  K-12  is 
being  decimated.  The  governors’ 
people  don’t  know  what’s  going 
on.  They  weren’t  anticipating 
the  economy  collapsing.  I’m  sure 
economists  predicted  the  bubble  was 
going  to  burst.” 

Despite  his  discomfort  with  state 
and  local  politics,  Wendroff  revels 
in  living  in  his  native  City.  “Enjoy 
what  we  have  and  try  to  keep  it  a 
livable  community.  We  have  the  best 
weather  around,”  he  advised.

The  road  to  nation  building 
has  long  been  paved  with  good 
intentions  gone  awry.  Sadly,  Iraq  is 
no  exception  to  this  historical  trend. 
When  Coalition  Forces  (CF)  arrived 
in  Iraq  they  funneled  billions  of 
dollars  to  “fake  sheikhs ” who  didn’t 
deliver  on  promised  reconstruction 
goals,  and,  because  they  weren’t 
legitimate  tribal  leaders,  couldn’t  be 
held  accountable. 

During  my  first  five  months 
in  Iraq  I set  about  to  determine 
what  the  difference  was  between 
a fake  and  a real  sheikh.  After 
interviewing  dozens  of  sheikhs  and 
other  traditional  leaders,  I identified 
the  three  essential  qualities  of  a real 
sheikh : honor,  power,  and  influence. 
For  the  next  five  months  I attempted 
to  convince  CF  to  remove  fake 
sheikhs  from  the  money  stream,  and 
to  get  the  real  sheikhs  contracts  for 
rebuilding  Iraq.  What  follows  is  an 
edited  version  of  a paper  I authored

that  convinced  CF  to  weed-out  fake 
sheikhs  and  to  engage  real  sheikhs 
in  rebuilding  Iraq’s  social,  economic 
and  the  political  fabric. 

The  Alpha  Male  in  Iraq:  How 

to  Identify  Legitimate  Tribal 
Authority 

The  old  man  sits  alone  in  the 
corner.  As  his  tribe’s  paramount 
sheikh,  he  should,  by  American 
standards,  be  the  center  of  attention. 
After  all,  the  guests  and  relatives  are 
eating  his  food,  enjoying  his  garden, 
and  chatting  with  each  other  while 
sitting  on  his  furniture. 

Yet,  the  sheikh  sits  quietly  alone 
as  he  watches  his  sons  and  young 
male  relatives  engage  with  CF.  Tribal 
custom  dictates  that  anyone  who 
wants  to  do  business  with  his  qabila 
(tribal  confederation)  must  first  meet 
with  subordinate  sub -sheiks  from

his  ashiras  (tribal  organizations). 
The  sheikh  sits  patiently,  watching 
the  young  men  of  his  tribe  speaking 
English,  acting  as  tribal  ambassadors, 
and  negotiating  with  CF. 

He  fidgets  uneasily  as  the 
exchange  of  enormous  sums  of  money 
is  discussed,  deals  are  made  and 
contracts  promised.  A proud  man, 
he’s  taken  aback  when  the  younger 
men,  who  dress  in  traditional  clothing 
only  when  they  are  with  Americans, 
agree  to  further  meetings  with  CF 
at  their  own  homes,  where  they 
sign  contracts  on  the  tribes’  behalf 
without  consulting  him  first. 

His  authority  by  consensus, 
handed  down  to  him  through  past 
generations  of  leaders,  has  been 
compromised  and  undercut.  His  anger 
is  twofold.  First,  he’s  angry  with  CF, 
who  he  believes  has  taken  advantage 
of  his  younger,  inexperienced  tribal 
diplomats  and  signed  contracts  that 
humiliated  them  in  both  his  eyes 
and  the  eyes  of  his  tribesmen.  The 
Americans  don’t  know  and  seemingly 
don’t  care  about  tribal  customs  and 
leadership.  A proud  man,  he  will  no 
longer  seek  out  these  crude  outsiders, 
nor  will  he  allow  them  to  do  any 
business  with  his  tribe.  Second,  he 
is  angry  with  his  young  sons  and 
male  relatives,  who  know  that  they 
should  serve  the  tribal  whole,  but 
instead  make  deals  that  enrich  only 
themselves. 

When  the  sheikh  exercises  his 
authority  and  threatens  one  of  his 
unruly  subordinates,  the  young 


pretender  shames  himself  by  sending 
CF  to  threaten  him.  Angered  further, 
the  sheikh,  as  is  his  right,  seeks 
a consensus  vote  by  the  majles 
al  shuyukh,  or  sheikhs  council, 
and  restores  his  tribe’s  honor  by 
banishing,  or,  in  extreme  cases, 
killing  the  usurper.  CF  respond 
by  searching  the  sheikh’s  house, 
traumatizing  his  family,  breaking 
belongings,  and  briefly  detaining  him. 
These  Americans,  he  now  believes, 
are  no  longer  welcome  guests,  but, 
like  so  many  past  occupiers,  ignorant 
heathens  who  don’t  understand 
nobility  and  honor. 

The  sheikh  uses  his  wasta 
(influence)  to  disown  his  son  and  male 
relatives,  and  forbids  his  loyal  fellow 
tribesmen  from  any  business  contact 
with  the  Americans.  Meanwhile,  the 
younger  males  enrich  themselves 
with  contract  after  contract.  When 
CF  begin  to  question  the  poor  quality 
of  the  work,  the  pretenders,  bound 
not  by  honor,  but  opportunism, 
answer  that  their  services  go  to  the 
highest  bidder:  CF  or  al  Qae'da,  it 
doesn’t  matter  to  them. 

As  promised  deliverables  never 
materialize  and  relations  between 
CF  and  these  “fake  sheikhs ” become 
more  problematic,  the  paramount 
sheikh,  the  true  alpha  male  in  Iraqi 
society,  continues  to  work  for  the 
good  of  his  tribe.  He’s  not  as  rich 
as  he  could  be  if  he  worked  with 
the  Americans,  but  his  tribe’s  honor 
remains  intact. 

Texas  Street  resident  David 
Matsuda,  PhD  spent  roughly  one 
year  in  Iraq  advising  CF  on  how  to 
improve  cultural  interactions.

contribute  $100,000  to  improve  and 
beautify  the  design  once  the  park 
is  built,  money  which  Carpinelli 
considers  a mitigation  for  taking  the 
open  space. 

“Saving  and  retrofitting  the 
building  is  not  part  of  the  Mission  Bay 
Redevelopment  Plan  and  not  part  of 
the  master  developer’s  infrastructure 
and  open  space  obligations.  The 
Plan  that  was  adopted  in  1998  sets 
forth  clear  expectations  of  what 
the  development  expectations  are," 
Kahn  explained.  She  noted  that  the 
Agency  is  not  opposed  to  preserving 
the  building,  but  is  concerned  with 
how  building  restoration  and  ongoing 
programming  and  maintenance  would 
be  financed.  The  Redevelopment 
Area’s  funding  has  already  been 
determined,  and  preserving  the 
building  is  not  part  of  that  plan. 
Carpinelli  stated,  “The  Mission 
Bay  Redevelopment  Plan  has  been 
changed  before  and  can  be  changed 
again.” 


Under  current  plans  the  Bluepeter 
parcel  will  likely  become  green  space 
with  some  small  playing  courts.  It 
may  also  be  included  in  the  City’s 
emerging  sustainable  storm  water 
runoff  management  plans,  with  bio- 
swales or  bio-retention  pools. 

Carpinelli  has  enlisted  the  San 
Francisco  Architectural  Heritage 
to  help  with  her  efforts.  Jack 
Gold,  the  nonprofit’s  Executive 
Director,  explained  that  his 
organization  generally  likes  to 
support  neighborhood  groups 
through  education  and  advocacy  at 
public  hearings  “I  think  that  the 
important  thing  is  to  convince  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  to  reuse  the 
space,"  Gold  noted,  “The  structure 
relates  to  the  area’s  association  with 
the  Port  of  San  Francisco.  I can 
visualize  it  being  utilized  as  part  of 
a park  facility,  as  an  indoor/outdoor 
space.  The  Bluepeter  Building  has 
tremendous  reuse  potential." 

Jennifer  Cleary,  President  of 
San  Francisco  Tomorrow  (SFT), 
also  supports  Carpinelli’s  efforts. 
She  stated,  “I  am  very  interested  in

retaining  the  historic  maritime  fabric 
of  the  Central  Waterfront.  While 
SFT  doesn’t  have  a position  on  this 
building  in  particular,  we  are  deeply 
concerned  about  the  pedestrian 
unfriendly  development  in  Mission 
Bay,  and  think  that  retaining  historic 
structures  on  the  southern  edge  could 
help  make  the  transition  between 
those  oversized  buildings  and  the 
historic  Dogpatch  neighborhood.” 
Carpinelli  plans  to  advocate 
for  the  building’s  salvation  at  the 
Redevelopment  Agency’s  Community 
Advisory  Committee  meetings,  and 
hopes  community  members  will 
get  involved.  She’s  already  lobbied 
District  10  Supervisor  Sophie 
Maxwell,  and  presented  her  case 
to  the  leadership  of  the  Dogpatch 
and  Potrero  Boosters  neighborhood 
organizations.  “It  is  going  to  take 


pressure  from  citizens  to  save  the 
building,”  she  explained. 

Ralph  Wilson,  a Potrero  Hill 
resident  committed  to  maintaining 
some  of  the  area’s  historic  buildings 
stated,  “I  think  it  would  be  a terrible 
shame  to  lose  the  beautiful  old 
Bluepeter  Building  when  it  could 
easily  be  adapted  to  a great  new  use. 
This  simple,  functional  building  has 
real  character.  Preserving  it  is  very 
important  to  retaining  the  historical 
fabric  of  the  important  small  boat 
building  and  repair  industry  on  this 
part  of  the  waterfront.” 

Carpinelli  is  optimistic  about  the 
reuse  potential.  “I  feel  it  could  all 
be  worked  out  in  a new  plan  for  this 
parcel  where  open  space,  sustainable 
wastewater  treatment,  community 
use  and  a historic  resource  can  all  be 
managed  in  a creative  solution.”

for  zoning  conflicts.  In  addition, 
South-of-Market  condominium 
developments  should  feature  better 
insulation  and  double  pane  windows 
facing  away  from  clubs,  he  said. 

The  nuisance  ordinance,  along 
with  redevelopment  community 
meetings,  has  helped  Bayview’s 
economy,  according  to  Bob  Legallet, 
a Back  Streets  Businesses  board 
member  and  Bayview  property 
owner.  “I’m  happy  there’s  been  a 
sense  of  vitality  recently  brought 
to  Bayview  industrial  property,”  he 
said.  Legallet  occupies  a nostalgic 
niche  in  San  Francisco  history.  In 
his  office  headquarters  near  Islais 
Creek,  mementos  from  his  family’s 
now  defunct  leather  tannery  business 
from  the  1920’s  abound:  kangaroo, 
buffalo,  and  calf  skins  drape  over 
the  wooden  walls;  black  and  white 
photos  of  his  French  grandfather 
proudly  displaying  cow  hides  line  the 
conference  room. 

Back  then  Third  and  Evans 
streets  were  called  “Butchertown," 
and  the  Legallet  family  tannery 
business  abutted  a dairy  farm. 
The  business  eventually  moved  to 
Revere  Avenue  and  Griffith  Street, 
where  “everything  was  filled  with 
garbage,”  Legallet  recalled.  Now 
the  surrounding  area  is  cleaner,  and 
the  buildings  are  separated  from 
the  coastline  by  a large  patch  of 
landfill. 

In  1979,  the  tannery  closed 
its  doors,  and  the  Legallets  sold 
the  equipment  to  South  American 
companies.  The  land  stayed  with 
the  family,  and  Legallet  stayed 
with  the  land,  rejoining  the  family 
business  after  college.  Legallet 
now  owns  a 400,000  square  foot 
property  along  Islais  Creek,  along 
with  other  industrial  property  in 
South  San  Francisco.  “We  don’t  call 
ourselves  investors,  we  call  ourselves 
managers,”  he  explained.  And 
Legallet  focuses  his  energies  on  his 
long-term  neighborhood;  he  doesn’t 
concern  himself  “with  anything  north 
of  Cesar  Chavez,”  he  said,  with  a 
pinch  of  pride. 

Legallet  acts  as  a liaison  for 
small  business  owners  and  tenants 
who  don’t  participate  in  community 
meetings,  due  to  language  barriers  or 
lack  of  time.  “My  best  interest  is  to  be 
their  benefactor,”  he  said,  lamenting 
how  downtown  interests  can  slow 
progress  towards  protecting  Back 
Street  Businesses.  Light  industrial 
owners  are  not  “smoke-spewing 
health  degenerating  producers,”  as 
the  public  might  suspect,  according 
to  Legallet. 

A mantra  of  the  Back  Streets 
Businesses  Advisory  Board  is  that 
Back  Street  Businesses  are  the  primary 


source  of  income  for  those  without 
four  year  college  degrees.  And  these 
workers  aren't  just  scraping  buy.  The 
average  Back  Street  Business  worker 
with  some  college  experience  makes 
roughly  $3,000  more  annually  than 
their  counterparts  in  other  economic 
sectors;  those  with  only  high  school 
education  earn  roughly  $4,000  more 
a year  than  high  school  graduates  in 
other  sectors. 

Klaiman  views  higher  wages  as 
a hard-to-ignore  upside  of  the  Back 
Streets  Businesses  sector.  “Industrial 
jobs  traditionally  pay  more  than  jobs 
in  the  service  sector,  which  increases 
the  middle  class,”  he  said.  “Not 
everyone  wants  to  work  behind  a 
desk  downtown.”  Legallet  shares 
this  opinion,  noting  that  there’s 
more  room  for  advancement  among 
blue-collar  workers,  since  nuanced 
industrial  skills  are  on  the  decline. 

Despite  the  intricate  web  of  Back 
Streets  Business  transactions  that 
take  place  in  San  Francisco  every  day, 
residents  may  be  surprised  to  learn 
that  many  products  sold  in  the  City 
are  made  in  San  Francisco.  Legallet 
proselytizes  this  overlooked  concept 
whenever  possible,  bringing  Anchor 
Steam  Beer,  Underwood  Sausage, 
and  Triple  C cookies  - all  made  in 
San  Francisco  - to  City  Hall  when 
he  visits.  Right  alongside  the  Vixen 
Creation  dildos  made  in  Dogpatch. 
“That  always  gets  some  laughs,"  he 
admitted,  mischievously. 

Made  In  San  Francisco  highlights 
a number  of  planning  policies  from 
other  traditionally  vibrant  industrial 
cities,  and  suggests  how  San  Francisco 
can  emulate  these  successful 
programs.  The  term  Back  Streets 
Businesses  was  coined  by  the  City 
of  Boston's  Redevelopment  Agency, 
which  provides  industrial  planning 
services  and  a team  of  business 
managers  who  serve  as  ombudsmen 
to  Back  Streets  Businesses.  Cleveland 
has  an  industrial  outreach  program, 
which  helps  businesses  relocate  as 
needed.  Oakland  provides  financing 
options  for  industrial  businesses 
having  difficulty  obtaining  loans. 

These  policies  and  public 
programs  stand  in  contrast  to  San 
Francisco,  where  the  City’s  Chamber 
of  Commerce  doesn’t  adequately 
represent  the  true  needs  of  the  light 
industrial  sector,  according  to  Made 
In  San  Francisco.  As  a property 
manager  with  a diverse  mix  of 
industrial  tenants,  Legallet  tries  to  do 
his  bit  to  lighten  the  stress  of  running 
a small  business,  with  or  without 
the  government  propping  them  up. 
He  installs  showers  for  industrial 
tenants  as  needed,  for  example,  and 
personally  warns  neighborhood  kids 
about  the  dangers  of  skateboarding 
on  truck  ramps.  “I’m  kind  of  a 
socially  conscious  guy,”  he  shrugged 
modestly.

an  hour  each  way  to  get  to  school. 
There’s  always  an  issue  on  Muni;  one 
day  it’s  a knife  fight,  another  day  a 
man  running  through  the  tunnel. 
There’s  no  guarantee  Muni  will  get 
anywhere  on  time.” 

Eslick,  a Buffalo  native,  fell 
in  love  with  San  Francisco  while 
attending  the  San  Francisco  Art 
Institute  in  1978,  living  near  Dolores 
Park.  In  the  mid-1990s  moved  to 
Dogpatch  from  Shipley  Street,  where 
her  “car  was  broken  into  11  times." 
She  became  a neighborhood  activist 
during  the  live-work  loft  boom,  when 
then  Mayor  Willie  Brown,  wanted  to 
place  a 300-bed  homeless  shelter  at 
20th  and  Illinois  streets.  "It  brought 
the  neighborhood  together  and  we 
made  our  mark  on  City  Hall.  We  said, 
we’re  willing  to  take  a 50-bed  shelter, 
but  then  other  neighborhoods  have  to 
do  the  same.  ” DNA  was  organized  in 
1998  as  a vehicle  to  obtain  historic 
designation  for  the  neighborhood. 
"They  said  we  couldn’t  do  it.  But  we 
did,”  Eslick  said  proudly. 

The  historic  designation  helped 
put  the  brakes  on  uncontrolled 
building  of  boxy  condominium  lofts 
and  concomitant  destruction  of 
Dogpatch’s  distinctive  architectural 
treasures.  The  neighborhood  features 
the  City’s  oldest  collection  of  intact 
worker  housing,  much  of  which 
survived  the  Great  Quake  of  ‘06. 


More  recently  DNA  helped  form 
the  nonprofit  Green  Trust  to  procure 
funds  to  support  open  space  in  the 
neighborhood.  “We  worked  with  the 
City  to  purchase  Esprit  Park,  when 
we  heard  rumors  that  Esprit  Corp. 
was  going  to  sell  it  off,”  said  Eslick. 
And  DNA  wrested  concessions  from 
Muni  during  the  construction  of  the 
T-Third  line.  “They  had  no  intention 
of  ever  planting  trees  on  the  street 
that  were  in  the  drawings  for  the  light 
rail,”  Eslick  said.  “We  got  them  to 
put  in  trees.” 

After  decades  of  slow  growth, 
Dogpatch  is  now  in  danger  of  being 
loved  to  death.  “The  population 
of  Dogpatch  has  doubled  over  the 
past  10  years  and  is  set  to  increase 
dramatically  again,”  Siegel 
commented.  “With  the  extra  added 
pressure  of  high  gas  prices,  there’ll 
be  more  pressure  on  people  to  take 
public  transit.  If  we  aren’t  proactive, 
the  City  will  come  in,  see  potential 
money-making  opportunities,  do 
what  they  want,  put  in  meters,  god 
knows  what  else,  none  of  us  want 
that,"  Siegel  sighed.  But  not  all 
Dogpatch  residents  favor  parking 
permits.  “Some  are  opposed  because 
they  don’t  like  government,  the  less 
bureaucracy  the  better.  People  who 
have  a garage  and  parking,  they’re 
not  interested  in  helping  those  with 
no  parking.  It’s  the  old ‘I... me... mine’ 
syndrome,”  said  Siegel.
